Tewksbury Selectmen demand cutbacks 
in rec. department budget proposal

Labeling the proposed a7 percent 
budget increase ‘way out of line," the 
Tewksbury Selectmen Tuesday ‘night 
told the rd of recreation com- 
missioners to bring back to them a 
1980-81 budget within the four percent 
tax cap. 

Four recreation commission 
members explained that the $17,000 
budget increase, from $35,000 to 
$52,000, is due primarily to the ex- 
pansion of recreation department 
programs, especially soccer, which 
sevend over 1,000 youngsters this 


not necessarily in line with the 
department's desires. 

“It's really the youngsters we are 
looking out for,” Selectman Bill 
Hallisey said. ‘We don't want to see 
some programs thrown out in favor of 
others.” 

‘The selectmen suggested ways to 
trim the budget. These included 
cutting back on soccer travel ex- 
penses by limiting competition to in- 
town teams only. ‘With 1,000 kids in 
the soccer program, there must be 
plenty of competition here,” Select- 
man Tom Budrewicz said, 


They also suggested that the 
uniform and equipment budget could 
be trimmed, “All soccer really 
requires is a ball and a field and they 
can have a heck of a time,” 
Budrewicz said, obviously displeased 
with the proposed $11,460, soccer 
budget. 

Hallisey was also very upset that a 
$10 registration fee has been charged 
for some programs. He. said, the 
recreation department should try to 
operate with the funds appropriated 
at Town Meeting, and phys ey rely on 
registration fees.

Steve Zolondik toured jungle 


Steve Zolondik of 11 Marcus Rd., 
Wilmington has recently taken part in 
a two week trek through the jungles of 
Guatamala“and Hondurus. The 15- 
year-old student was one of a dozen 
who recently made a two week ar- 
cheological trip to Central America, 
and for Zol it marks his third 
trip to Central America. 

Steve is a sophomore at Lawrence 
Academy, in Groton. He spent two 
years at the Eaglebrook School in 
Deerfield, and the group which toured 
Central America was made up 
principally of students and alumni of 
the Eaglebrook School. Archeological 
trips of this nature are an annual 
March occurence with these people. 

The group visited Quirigua, near 
the Hondurus border in Guatamala, 
and from there continued across the 
border to Copan, a major Maya ate 
They returned to their 
Guatamala City, and then went to the 
more remote area of Peten, in a 
Junge area north of Guatamala City. 

Flores, the capital of the state of 
Peten, was the last major town for the 
group. They headed for the Rio de la 
Pasion, and for eight days explored a 


number of inland sites, from the 
river. 

A highlight of the trip was a two day 
hike into the tropical rain forest to the 
sites of Dos Pilas, El Duende and 
Arroyo de Piedras, the latter two 
being sites discovered in the last three 
years. They encountered many 


specimens of local wildlife, including 
the howler monkey, wild deer, the 
dangerous snake known as the Fer de 
Lance, and scorpions. 

‘The final two days were spent at the 
remote, but major Maya site of 
Seibal, and at the largest of all Maya 
cities, Tikal,

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Selectmen, school committee 
issues heat up Candidates’ Night 


As expected, candidates for the 
board of selectmen and school 
committee fielded most of the 
questions asked at the League of 
Women Voters’ 18th Annual Can- 
didates Night last Wednesday (March 
26). 


The school committee candidates - 
incumbent David Hart, James 
Sullivan, and Carol Wareing - took 
turns discussing their proposed 
solutions to budget, accréditation, 
and discipline problems, as well as 
the exodus of Tewksbury students to 
private schools. 

‘The board of selectmen candidates - 


‘ Tewksbury Voters 


Guy Gallello, incumbent Richard 
Morris, Mark Roper, and incumbent 
Richard Trueba - answered inquiries 
about the new sewer, water bill 
delays, and the need for a town 
manager. 

Candidates Night, held this year at 
the K of C Hall, attracted ap- 
proximately 75 candidates and ob- 
Servers. It was considered the largest 
turnout in a number of years, 

The main issue discussed by school 
committee candidates was the 
budget. Hart said he’s proud that the 
budget only increased $1.65 million in 
total from 1977-1979, a three-year

period which saw 21 teachers laid off. 
He added that the school committee, 
which he chairs, is working hard to 
trim the present 1980 budget prcecsal.

Sullivan vowed

Wareing 
and Sullivan blamed the present 
school committee for its inability to 
push the school renovations through 


Town Meeting. Hart maintained that ~ 


the school committee has supported 
renovation plans throughout the past 
three years, and at present is 
awaiting a possible Town Meeting 
vote on the most recent renovation 
plans. 

Hart said he (‘reluctantly’) 

hiring a security guard to 
monitor student activity on the 
grounds outside the high school 
building, probably on a part-time 
basis. Sullivan and Wareing said the 
new position wouldn't be necessary if 
the school administrators acted as 
models for student behavior, Sullivan 
said the proposal is fiscally 
irresponsible in the face of a possible 
10 percent budget increase for 1980-81. 
Wareing stated that hiring a security 
guard only treats the symptoms, and 
not the causes, of the discipline 
problems at the high school. 

All three candidates ‘spoke in 
support of continued public-funded 
busing of local students to private 
schools. 

Hart cited space problems at the 
high school as the main reason why so 
many students are leaving the 
‘Tewksbury school system. Sullivan 
and Wareing said this exodus of 
students is yet another example of 
student dissatisfaction with the 
education and leadership supplied by 
the school department.

Four years ago new fences were put 
in, but’ the setting failed, and that 
coupled with a. couple of rotten win- 
ters resulted in frost heaves that 
pushed the fence posts up almost a 
foot in some places. 

Phil Pattison has said 
that the ideal situation would be to 
resurface the courts, but his budget 
has no money available for a task that 
could run in the range of $25-30,000. 

There are still some cracks and 
small valleys in the surface that could 
cause an untrue bounce on occasion, 
serving to rattle even the most skilled 
of high school players.
